HE Japanese News Agency 
declared yesterday that Heng- 
kang, capital of the  rice-bowl 
province of Hunan, south-east China, 
is now completely encircled, and 
that its fall is expected “at any 


hour.” 

The Chinese state that the 
Japanese, after attacking for. 48 
hours, in a futile attempt to smash 
their way into Hengkang, have 


slowed down.

Budapest was raided yesterday 
morning, says the German News 
Agency. Violent air battles took 
place over Hungary when the 
American bomber formation com- 
ing from the south penetrated into 
the Danube region. The Agency 
claimed that 36 Flying Fortresses 
were shot down by fighters and a.-a. 
guns over Budapest.

Lost Stock 


The bill introduced in the Dail 
last Wednesday by the Minister for 
Agriculture, Dr. J. Ryan, to amend 
and extend the Diseases of Animals 
Acts deals mainly with compensa- 
tion in connection with outbreaks 
of foot-and-mouth disease. In 
addition .to. payment for animals 
slaughtered, compensation may be 
claimed for animals which have 
been directed to be slaughtered and 
have been valued but which die 
before being slaughtered. 

There is a provision, however, 
that the Minister may. withhold 
payment, either wholly or partly, of 
compensation in such cases, as well 
as in the case of an animal which 
was or was not found to 
diseased, or where the owner did

versed so successfully that Wales 
has now attained a large measure 
of self-sufficiency in food pro- 
duction.” It has made extensive 
use of ensilage, in order to com- 
pensate for the land taken from 
pasture; and the plough has 
broken land which, only a few 
years ago, was regarded as good 
for nothing. One small county, 
says the correspondent, has re- 
claimed, or has cultivated for the 
first time, 6,000 acres of moun- 
tain land. Broadly, the area under 
tillage in general has increased 
by 200 per cent.; that under 
“ bread grains ”. by 500 per cent.; 
that under potatoes, by 300 per 
cent. This increase under crops 
has not been accompanied 
by a decline in at least 
one form of live stock; 
for the number of dairy cattle 
has increased simultaneously by 
14 per cent. It is fitting thet 
Ireland should keep a close eye 
on these figures, and on all other 
figures that indicate the progress 
of agriculture across the Channel, 
inasmuch as all of them may have 
an important effect upon our own 
fortunes. Mr. de_. Valera’s 
Government has not yet stated 
its post-war policy in regard to 
agriculture—largely, no doubt, 
because it cannot foretell the 
conditions that will prevail in the 
post-war world—yet it is bound 
to be influenced, to a consider- 
able degree, by the giant strides 
which have been made in all 
departments of farming by this 
country’s nearest neighbour and 
best customer. Will Ireland's 
agricultural economy in the new— 
and, conceivably, “ rationalised ” 
—scheme of things be a reversion 
to the Fianna Fail doctrine of 
tillage, to the “ Hogan theory” 
of production for export, or to a 
carefully planned medium be- 
tween the two? It is too early 
to make a final decision: it is 
not too early to be gathering the 
data on which the decision will 
rest.

Windward House, overlooking the 
Cornish Cliffs, but her mother had 
died tragically, and her grandfather 
did not think it advisable that Stella 
should stay on in the gloomy old 
barrack. Seventeen years later. 
Windward is sold to Rick and 
Pamela Fitzgerald (Ray Milland 
and Ruth Hussey), and Stella is 
much distressed by the sale, for the 
house is alleged to be haunted by 
her mother, who, Stella believes, 
may wish to communicate some 
message to her. How the Fitz- 
geralds eventually lay the ghost 
and save Stella from insanity is 
told most graphically in a film that 
could at any moment be utterly 
wrecked by one-piece of over- 
acting, one unduly protracted scene, 
or one clumsily directed sequence. 
The atmosphere is, from the start, 
pitched tortuously high, but the 
thread of tension never snaps and 
the audience are kept perspiring 
merrily from start to finish. Lewis 
Allen directed this melodrama, and 
I doubt if even Hitchcock could 
have made a better job of it. 

The Fallen Sparrow (Royal) gives 
the impression that it was a very 
good film once upon a time, |] 
imagine that its continuity was’ 
never very lucid, but, in its present 
condition, it is exceedingly be- 
wildering. John Garfield and 
Maureen O'Hara are the principal 
interpreters of this involved busi- 
ness, and their acting maintains a 
consistently high level. The film 
was intended as a mystery, but, 
through no fault of its own, it has 
become altogether too mysterious. 

The Girl in Overalls (Capitol).— 
Even as staunch an old trouper as 
Maisie Ravier must, according to 
Hollywood, take some part in 
America’s war effort, and here we 
see her, in the pleasant person of 
Ann Sothern, donning overalls and 
getting herself artistically “ mussed 
up “ in an airplane production plant. 
The picture is loosely assembled, 
and moves rather tentatively, but it 
is full of flippant witticisms (e.g.: 
“ Iris—what a lovely name; just like 
a rose!” and “I’m a gentleman 
from. the word ‘no’”’), 

Hey, Rookie (Metropole), is about 
entertainment in the American 
Army. There is an amusing ten- 
minute solo act by Jack Ilford, but, 
apart from that, I could see no 
virtue in the film. Rather more suc- 
cessful is the supporting comedy, 
The Ghost that Walks Alone. 

One Night of Love (Adelphi) is 
hardly the type of film that can be 
revived with impunity. Grace Moore 
sings “One Fine Day” and a lump 
out of Bizet’s “Carmen” exceed- 
ingly well, but the story’s structure 
is very’ bare and more than a little 
out of date. Tullio Carminati, of 
whom I have never heard outside 
this context, is the male star. Silver 
Spurs (Corinthian) presents Roy 
Rogers in a Western that runs 
strictly in a well-worn groove, The 
Way of All Flesh (Grand Central) 
gave Akim Tamiroff one of his few 
worth-while róles since he went to 
Hollywood. The atmosphere, how- 
ever, is a bit too melodramatic to 
be convincing. Adam Had Four 
Sons (Green) is a good film.

MUST THEY DIE ? 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


SIR —A few days ago the report 
of the annual general meeting o 
Newcastle Sanatorium appeared in 
most of the daily and evening news- 
papers.
